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AN 
ANSWER TO THE 
late Declaration of the Lords and 


Commons, of the Parliament of 
ENGLAND. 


Lrhough we are not igrerant how many obſ{rn- 
Cigns have of late been occaſioned, by thoſe wha 
pretend a more then ordivary zeale to a ſperdie 
ſerrlement, and a compolure of thoſe unhappy 
differences , which (but that the providesce of 

the Higheft prevailed) had ere this, buried che ro Kingdoms 

of £»glandand Scotland, in an nnited ruine, yet we fhall ner 
waſle time now,to cite cither the Impediments or the parties, 
contenting our ſclyes onely with a free and full anſwer, ro the 
late Declaration ofthe Lords, and Cemmens Afﬀcmbled in 
the Parliament of Exg/and which we leoke npon , as a meere 
bundle of invictives, and an heepe of Callamnies for through- 
out the whole booke not one clauſe , but ſavonrs of malice, 
raneour and contempt, but indeed what elſe but gall,can flow 
from the quill, efchat impudenc Reviler ot his King, and no- 
corious Incendiarie, between che two Kingdomes , Harry 

Adavtin,who (as we are credibly informed)was the compoſer 

ofthe ſaid Declaration, bur we (hall hold it ; atrogether bt- 

neaneth us,to caftigate Callumnies, of the ſaid Afartin, ina 
pablick way,and fball now proceea,to take to pieces, the late 

Declaration, co Difleft, and anetomize ir, that ſothe whole 

Froperiinn of ie being open to the view of the world, they 

nay be ivformed, of its imperfect perſeveſe, > 


Firſt then they Declare, that they were put upon this Ve-

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clararion, in anſvere to thoſe Papers intituled , The auſwer 
of the Commiſſioners of Scotlaud, ts beth Houſes of Parliament 
wpon the new Propoſitions of peace and four B ills to be ſent to his 
Majeſtic to wndeceive the minds of the people of both Kingdoms, 
2s it our fallacies were ſuch , that iris hizh time they were 
diſcovered,and that we had deceived our trufl ,- and by under 
handand finifter practiſes ſought our owne and not our Nati- 
ens welfare,but we ſhall not need,to beſtow much labour , in 

wiping away the flaine, fince our ewne Natſon are nor the 
leafl anxious of our fidelity , neither will it be a worke wor 
thy the undefraking to releaſe their conſtant perfidiouſneſſe 
even from their firl{ day of fitting; and we Gould bat carry 
pets ro Samos and Owles, ro Athens, if we ſhovIdrel , they 
have betrayed theirtruft to God, by breakivg the Covenanc, 
4totheir Kieg by trampling uponthe Oath of Allegiance, and 
tocheir Country, by protrating their power, and ſuffering 
themſelves to be over-awed,by a Seftarian Army, who are(or 
onght tobe) wholy attheir diſpoſing , but they are not con- 
tented to htand us with Apotlacie, but they alſo would vive 
the world to thinke that our power i rriviall, and invallid for 
they fay- | : 
** We dcfire it may be remembred , that when we ſpeake 
« ofthe Commiſſioners of Scotland , we intend not through. 
** out the whole Declaration, the Kingdome of Scorland who 
*we relt confident will not owne their Commifliarers in 
** thele Papers,in their rranſaRions inthe Ile of Wight,coria 
** many other ofrheir Papers, and proceedings when they 
**ſhallb2 truly informed of their carriaze , but that the King- 
Ma _ of Scotland will be ready to doe us and themſelves 
* right. : 
- PB hanc tarned cheir Gals vp , and ſpit the worfl of 
Venome, iorbecauſe themſelves wonld not be thought the 


lealt guilty (as it hath everbeen the manner of perſons , the

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molt necent, and obnoxious) ro ſtand Tiiglrupon theirrepura- 
tions they call aſperſionsupon us and t'inke themſeires ſuf- 
ficently vindicated if we are difparaged, in regard whereof 
we havea juſt occafion,to returpe to them their owne words 
aecordivg to their owne p:aCtifes, aridtell them, 7 hat aff rhe 
Rhetorique wſed in this point, to abuſe the mind! of well nin- 
ded _— , and to ceighten their fancie} againſt our proceedinge 
might have been ſpared, but we ſee theiraime, and that they 
have an atdeve deſire ſtill 10 keep themſelves in the Saddle 
bad they ability, tomannage the Steed, ard indeed to cauſe 
ſoiwplacable an hatred between the rwo Kingdomes , as all 
the Heecatombes, of after intreaties may cor expizte. 

Andthat it may be (o at ſoone as may be they proceed , to 
make their and our Soveraigne Lord King CHArtEs, on- 
capable of Governing , ard themlclyes of obeying, and this 
contrary to all law and reaſon they wil! prove With their 
wild Sophillcie to be both gacd and requiſite, when they 
fay. | 
* Weaske what reaſon we have to reſpeR better fatisfa- 
* ion, inthe way of a treatie them formerly at Fxbridge, 
* orina perſonall treaty at Oxf-rd, nnlefſe wee be refolved 
"to Treat away all that we have fought for, andto be Treat- 
**ed our of what we cculd not be forght ent of, or ar leaſt 
** what cap we expect ofa Treaty but nnder pretenceof ſatis. 
* ſying all imterefls, one intereft ſhallbe ſer up againſt an no» 
ther to devidevs , and thar thereby (having laid no founda. 
**11on of ſatery before hand the King wight (*r up his inrereft 
* aborerhem all, if ſoccefſe,and advantage of the crowve in 
*' the Kings efteeme mutt be the meaſur; of our reſolucions, 
** or that hereby we mul{ have the way, or tearmes of our 
Peace cut out unto as 
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Thos they make themſelves no longer fellpy ſubjets with 
ns,and that by the right of conqueſt , as havipg ev in pieces 
with the ſword, both the Covenant and che Oath of Allegiance, 
and fo render themſelves tothe world, as gerſons who ate no 
better then doubly perjuticd; bave they ſo ſoone , orelſc are 
they wicked as net to.remember,. how we.once joyntly Solt- 
emply protefied, with lift up hands to che moſt High God; 
that we had vo intention to cuttaile his Majeſtie ofany ez che 
leaft of bis lawfullPriviledoe* bot that with our umoſk indea» 
yours we would affay to reinſtate his Majefties is bis Prifline 
Glory and Dignitie, and baving inſtered him to defend Him 
with our utmoft abillities &had we apprehended that the leaft 
injuricor violencewould haye been commicted againſthis Ma- 
jeflies Royall Perſon as it was eftercdat Holdeby and repors 
ted to be Hampton, orit we had not received a ſaichfull aſus 
rance of the Houſes , that their intentions were cordial and 
Loyall cowards him, notall the threatnings,or allarments, in 
che world fhvuld have perſwaded ns, ro haye parted with his 
Majefiics Perſon, till all Armies had been dizbanded andthe 
peace ofthe Kingdome ſetled, it was onr brotherly confidence 
ia the Honſes , whoare (or ought to be) our fellow tubjects, 
hat moyed us to ſurrender the King into their hands and 
therefore all the world cannor bur afloile vs and acknowledge 
eur innocence and fidellicy to theKing; and that when wee de= 
livered him into the hands of theſe Commiſſioners appointed 
for thac purpoſe, by both Houſes, of Parliament we had no 
' thought not were lefc priyie to their treacherous intenious 
cowards him, bur that we were then we are now his Loyall 
hamble fabjeAts, willing co ſubmic co all kis lawfull com. 


mands with ſabmilſive obedience, as co, our King and Sovye- 
raigne. 

Bur they goe on in cheir cavills, and would 18deavour to 
prove by Sophiſtria, that Which they have no warrant for. ci. 
cher by law or conſcience, when they tell us, ;

VW hat odd Silogiſmes arc here, let the world judge, 
whether the Houſes, were it in their power, would not 
take away Mouarchical| Government , Roote, and 
Branch, although it be the very bafis, whereon ours 
and their Priviledges are buik, and the maine pillar 
chat ſupporteth the Parliament Houſe,the Devill is a 
good Sophifter,and dictates notably unto them, #f the 
Kings preſence be neceſſary at Londen, yet it © nt necef- 
ſary the Parliament ſbould te at Louden, asif the 
Kings preſence at London, and ſiting amongſt them, 
ina Parliamentsrieway could pr ovethe Cajoling, of 
the Citizens who we believe are row become ſo 
weary of their tyranie, that they would be glad to 
be once more under his, M1j efties command, were he 
in the ſame poſture of gove Tning,that he was ag ey

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began the warre, Father then to cortinreany longer, under 3 
conlirained obegience to them, bur what maketh ther 
gyerineſſe a miracle, is. becauſe his Majeilie bath beet

edneſle Heaven hinder them from) to depoſe him, andillegi- 
timare his ctildfen,butil.etrevh is, for cught we ſec,or can ga= 
ther,by their fore-paſſe ations and preſent proceedings, they 
gever intend to ſettle the Kingdome,cnther with him or with. 
out him with him (it ſeemes) chey dread to dee, being conf< 
-ciovs oftheir own guilt, and without him they cannot, nay bur 
ſhall ner doc it, while wo arc a Nation, but had nottheir conſeiences been 
ſeared with an hut Tron, they might ere this have been reconciled to their 

' King,and ke co cher, the Royal! party appe: ſed, the Cie quincd the 
Coumry contenial, and eve y ran firt ng under his owne Vine would their 
wickedneſle have permitred them , t@ have done [., much good for them«

there mig hr be a ſree and nareftirained application made to his Majeſtie 
from the Parliaments of both —_— defiring them to invite his Ma Jes 


ie to come to London,and to declare that he ſhbuly be there with latery 
honour and frceedome then which we ſce , no other probable means to obs 


taine a ſafe and well grounded peacc,andthis Is no more then they and we

But now we {ce, and iris too apparant fo the world, that 
they. reſpe& not cither Religion, the Intereſt of the Crown, 
or the Union and joynt concernment of both Kingdomes ; 
and becauſe we charged them, and that upon good grounds, 
to tolerate all Religions > and tobe remilſle in looking after 
the matters of God ; They ay, 


** What are thoſe. matters which theſe Commiſſioners call 
* the matters of God ? Are they the names Solemne League 
**and Covenant » or the. things contained in the Solemne 
* League and Covenant ? And if ſo, why not one thing afvell 
* as another ? Why are. not the Priviledges and Authoritie of 
«4 Parliament, ſormerly acquieſced in, as the fureft Pillars and 
* preſervatives-of Religion ? And why are not the Rights

What a moſt learnedevaſion doe they here make, to juftific 
their breach of Covenant ? Doe they thinke theſe quodlibers 
will an:ier the expectations ,.or ſetrlethe hearts of an incen- 
{ed Nation 2: It feemes;jby thiss that when they entred in- 
to League with: us, they (wore with a mentall' reſervation, 
and intended to make application in'ſuch manner as might 
molt make for their owne advantage z If they keepe up their 
extorred power without diminution', if they ariempe with 
their uimolt indeaveurs , to make themlelves: ab'olate and 
Arbitrary Lords 3 whe! he ver rn don wn en oHrie tc theme 
ſelves, ana be their under: - + > Vee! "me gn ff oe 
fam ns, 've mui? corc'y 
rare 0 werte hf 
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with all willingnefſe, they give v1 a motive; which is, 
The Priviledges of. Parliament ought to beacquiciced in, ag 
the ſureſt Pillars and preſervatives of Religion; fo that what. 
ſoever they pleaſe to call the Rights and Liberties of the King- 
dome, be iteither in Impriſoning their King, or intoleratin 
2 hodge-podye of all Religions ; or be 1t in inſlaving 7 
crampling upon their fellow SubjeRs, it mult be tearmed wich 
no worſe title then the matters of God z but they doe very 
notably, to make the culttome of the old Clergie their exam- 
ple, (though they would not have us to thinke fo) ſince with 
chem they call all Cauſes Gods, provided they be feeling cau= 
ſes," and make either tor their profit or preferment; in regard 
whereof, we cannot but tell them, that they are the vile(t Hy. 
poccites, we ſay not Treachers, that live , and that never men 
like them ever ſhew'd themſelves in ſuch various colours, 
while according to their owne ſaying of others, they ſeem. 
ivgly triveto purchaſe a perfe&t Reformation,when indeed, ic 
1s-only a conteſt of power & Dominion, and a little to ya 
from their words, will prove alſo the ate of all their under. 
takings: which goe under the notion of Religion ; but they 
proceed to juſtifie (as , what 1s it that they will not defend?) 
And becauſe we are fo credulous, or hope to perſrade ns in« 
to abeliefe of any thing; And therefore they ſay, 


* Ir'is one thing to leaveevery man without any Law to 
* his own judgment and fancy, in the ſervice and worſhip of 
** God, and another thing to give a Libertie by Law ( as was 
© defired) ro lome men to doe ſome things in their owne na. 
© ture not unlawfull , though different from what 1s thought 
« fic to be generally ſetled in the Kingdome ; it is one thing to 
* require conformitie to a Law already made , according ro 
*theword of God; and upon cleare evidence thereof, ano- 
*ther thing , to make a Law requiring conformitie from all 
« perſops, to all things, though nor founded upon any cleare 
* evidence of Scripture,or that'are onlyfounded npon pruden- 
<'tiall grounds , wherein the Magiſtrate hath the like laticude

* countenance and encourage by rewards z and other wayes, 
©: and another thing,when it holds fit to'compell and farce, 


Wee confeſſe, That there is ſore difference between com- 
pulſion and permiſſion, and that a Free Stare ( which epethite 
wee hope the Houſes will not , nor dare not aſſume to them« 
ſelves) may vpon prudentiall grounds tolerate a Libertie in 
the worſhip of God ; but all this while wee areconfidentthat 
they cannot doe ſo and not be guiltie of grievous finne; for 
who is {o ſhallow not to conceive, or ſo ob{tinate not to cone 
feſſe, that where ſuch a toleration is granted , many Propha. 
nations mult inevitably follow ? For who ever knew or read, 
but that yhen men are permitted to worſhip God in their 
owne way, without limitation or preſcription , they for the 
molt fall in one error or other ? but wee perceive, that the 
Houſes, ſo themſelves may be tolerated, to fit and ſway with» 
out dilturbanee, care not what Religion their Vaſſailes are 
of; as the Turkes, who, (o their ſlaves performe their ſervice, 
mind not whether they call upon Chritt or Afahonert ; nor 
care they, though by their impious toleration a doore be ope- 
ned to Atheilme and all Religions, to all kind of Licentiouſ. 
neſſe,to Deformitie, and Multiformitie of Herefies and Secs, 
which may produce the ruine of Religion m both Kingdoms : 
What a grofſe abſurditie is it of them, yea » worthy to bee 
laught ar, to make a Law for the eſtablifhing of the Presby. 
rerian Government, and yet inthe ſame AR to defire that 
none ſhould obey that Law, but ſach as are pleaſed fo rodoe ? 
and a2aine, to appoint the Miniſters and Elders by an Ordi- 
narice , toſuſpend from the Sacrament onely fuch perſons as 
the Houſes have thought fic and no other,though it be 2gainft 
their conſcience ſo to doe, and that they are bound with teve. 
rall reftritions in their meetings and aſſemblies, and are nor 
allowed the uſe and exercile of all the ordinances appointed 
by the word of God; to as that Libertie of Conſcience is de- 
nyed to them, and granted to others who have an unlimiced 


toleration for the time of indurance, matter of worſhip, and 
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exerciſe of all Ordinavoes ; rl toleratior> is of that capa- 
citieand Jatitudey thatitiadmics -of many. vile:and groiſe. er. 
rors., which have beene condernned and caft-out of the 
Church in former times. And now for the nice diſtinRticn 
that rhey-make concerning their owne power as Magitirates, 
to+countenance Or .compell as they find cauſe, jt 1s cleare 
both by theyyord of : Gad and humane examples , . that a role» 
ration onght not to bepermitied, and that the events of (uch 
countenancings and encouragements:as they ſpzak of, hare e- 
ver produced iad and farall events. But all this while they bave 
but. proved themiclves Apoſtates, \and relinquiſhers ot- thoſe 
Principles which they-once bound themſelves to proſecute, 
and therefore muſt expect fierce vengeance and condigne pu« 
niſhments hereafter. 

But becauſe wee once demanded: of them, according to cur 
dutieta God,and allegeance to our Soveraigne, whether a To. 
leration hall be continued ro all ſuch, as by their pernicious 
Dodrines and Attions offer violence to the Kipgs Perſon and 
Anthoritie , and in a high degree violate-every Article of the 
Solemne League and Covenant ; they lay, 


** That neither to all ſuch, nor to any ſuch , is a Toleration 
* defired :» but who doe more undermine the Securitie of the 
« 'Kipgs Perſor-and'Authoritie, then thole that hinder a happy 
** Settlement betweene him and his People,by.a caulcleſſe dil. 
* ſentipg from the Houſes of Parliament, in thoſe few neceſſa- 
* rie things deſired by them,as previous to a Treatic vpon the 
n oft nc that boulſter him upin Counſels and Reſolutions fo 
* apparantly deſtructive to him(etie, his Anthoricie,and Poſte. 
*© ritie-who fo highly have invaded the Priviledges of Parlia- 
*"ment,in the cales of particular Members thereof ? 


Were it (o, as the-contrarie is too apparant , that no ſuch 
Toleratiory be- defied ; yer ſure. it-well becomes loyall and 
FairhfullſubjeRs frictly ro forbid and prohibir all ſach wilde 
courſes; Bur it is apparant, yea (and to our ſhame) is become 
thealke of forraigne' Nations , that they not onely —

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bur evcourage their” Ik > = Miniſters, on all occafions 
and oportunities, 10 rayle aguint- their Soveraigne,toſcanda- 
4 lize his fore-pait Acts.of Governmert,”and to cxaſperate the 
| 4 people againlt Monarchicall Diſcipline. Nor is this ynpietie 
permitted in Palpics aloneyburt alſo frequently ir Print, while 
their Pamphleters are countenanc'd to rayle ayainft him, as a 
vie and unworthy man zone not-meet to ſyay-the Scepter; = 
+ man of blond , who ought-rb be called ro an zecounc for 
thoſe Cruelties that were practiſed during'the Warre, 

'But this wee have no reaſon to marvell at,fince the Houſes 
rhemflves have given thoſe Varlers {o pregnant an examp'e 
ro imitate y as appeares by a Declaration put - forth" in their 
Names, and intituled, 4 Declaration of the' Lordi arid Com. 
wrvs - mer hon in P:rliament, (hewing the' Reaſons aud Grownds 
why they have voted , that no more Addreſſes be made to the 
King, nor any Meſſage received from bim. And ilthoughic 
doth wonderfully aitoniſh us to thinke, that fo illegall and 
deſtructive a Vote ſhould ever be, yet wee cannot but wonder 
much more , that ſo range a Paradox ſhonld be maintained 
in Print , and that by the appointment of the Houſes , ſince 
wee and the world know, that that diſloyalt Vote was againſt 
the very eſſence and being of Parliaments ; and that when 
they Voted no further Addreſſes ſhould be wade tothe King, 
they Voted themſelves no Parliament, if they will credit the 
fandamentall Laryes of their Land. But onr ſoules are ſmitten 
with ſorrow, and with unſpeakable horror, whenwee cogirate 
the matter and ſubRance of that Declaration 3 wherein the 
Houſes (fivayed by wee know not what Furiez) have not ſpa- 
red to tax hts Majeſtie as acceſſarie to the poyloning of tits 
Father ; a thing not to be thought on, _ from which wee 
are confident h1y Majeſtic is as cleare as hee was at the hovre 
of his Birth: as allo they charge him to haye a hand 1n the 
Buſinefle of Roche! , with other Crimes and Mildemeanours, 
in ſuch contemptavus and diverſivolent language , that wee 
have cauſe to ſuſpeR they are madrand by ſome fatall 2ccidenc 
are bereft of their wits. But wee wou'd faine know of them, 
fince themſelves can fo ezfily diſpenſe with all Oathes and Co- 


venants, and have ca(t behind them all the dutic and —_—_—

For how ere they (clated with their tuccefles) are plealed to 
taunt us, as contemptible; yet wee would have them know, 
that wee eſteeme our (elves equally interefſed in the pores of 
the King ; and though he be in their repute but a dead Dog, 
yet he is-in ourſight a /rving Lion, Butt whereas they ſay, and 
that ip reference to us, That none more wndermine the Securitic 
of... the Kings Perſon and Authoritse , then theſe that hinder 4 
happre Settlement betweene Him and His People , by a canſeleſſe 
Difſenting : Wee anſwer 3 What diſ-atfection did they ever 
finde in us ? It chey have, let them divulye it, as wee arc ſure 
they would nog have forgotten to doe, had they had the leaft 
colour or pretext : Bat jyee perceive the ground of their Ma 
lice 1s, for that wee joyned not with them, and were not ur- 
gent upon his Majeftie for the ſigning of the la(t foure Bills ; 
which Bills were deſtructive to Religion, his Majeſties Aus 
thoritie, and the Agnitie of the two Kingdomes ; and there- 
fore we could not in Conſcience or Honour joyne iti them 2 
eyther let them ſay how and by what meanes wee boullter 
him up in Counſels and Reſolutions,dpparant!y deſtructive to 
himſelfe his Apthoritie,and PoRteritie 3 if they meanz,that our 
Proteſtations to be loyall ſubjets unto him , according to 
Gods command, and the Oath that wee have taken, be a boul- 
ſtring of him, then wee muſt tell them, chat wee doe bur our 
dutic, and what they ought to doe,were they not Rehellious ; 
and wee feare their owne wickednefle doth {o boullter up 
themſelves, that they will goc ina trance to Hell,and finke ere 
they are aware of it : But their Conquetts doth fo puffe them 
vp» that they imagine themſelves ſafe even trom the Arme of
